Einbaſladozs: but appar- 
relled like à father ofa familie, in a doublet, to ſpeake fa- 
miliarlie to his childꝛen. That which J haue to ſay, is to 
pay vou, to devifie the & dict which A haue graunted vn 
to thole of theKoitgfon, That which J haue doone, is 
fo the good ol the peace, Which A haue concluded with- 
dt; and I will now haue it within my Realme , You 
bught toobay me, although there were no other conſide- 
ration but my qualitie, and the obligation of all my ſub⸗ 
tects, andeſpecially yonof my Parlement. Some J haue 
replaced in their houſen, from which they were baniſhed: 
ind other fome in the faith W otherwiſe they would 
not 
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not haue had. Ak the obediente was doone to my p2edecef- 
ſoꝛs: as much oꝛ moꝛe is dew to me, becauſe that J haue 
reeſtabliſhed the eſtate: God hauing choſen mee, to ſet me 
in the kingdome which is dewe to me byinheritance and 
purchaſe. The Loꝛdes of my Parliament ſhould not be 
in their ſeates without me. will not vaunt noꝛ boaſt, 

butthus much J will ſay, that J haue no other example 


to imitate, but my ſelte: 'A know full well, that there hath 


beene great bꝛiberie: and that ſeditious pꝛeachings haue 
berne raiſed vp. But 3 will ſet good oꝛder fo2 thoſe men, 
and will not referre the ſame to vou: It is euen the way 


which was taken, to make the Barricadoes, and to come 
by degrees to the murther ot the late ing. Paye J will 
looke to all that, will cut the roote of all thoſe fact ions, 
und of all fact ious Sermons, and will ſhoꝛten all thoſe 


which ſhallraiſe them. 3 haue leaped vpon the walles of 
Citties, J ſhall alſo he able tu leape vppon pour Batrica- 
does, which are not ſo high.

Spe ane not ſo much ac 
the Catholike Religion. Aihthote great Catholike- and 
Eccleſiaſtital crpet s, if 3 giue but ta the one, a beneſice of 
zooo.cxdwnes fand to another 40. pounds of rent, they 
wil play mum, they willunt ſpeake a wo:b mae. J. iudge 
in this ſont vt allihe rei whith ſprake againff the Edict. 
There are ſomeletodez which ſrme to hate ſinne, bůt it is. 
fa: feare ot thepames:and the good hateit fo2 the lone of 
vertue. I ently er Lattinverſes; 
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J haue not repeated theſe verſes theſe twenty yeers,but 
at this p2eſent,becauſe J know that ſome of you which 
hate ſinne, do beare the hate foꝛ loue of the vertue: and J 
wiſh puniſhment to thoſe which ſhall hate it fo2 feare of 
the paine. And qfterwards(asdoth a ſonne to his Fa⸗ 
ther) they will thanke me foꝛ the puniſhment. J had not 
thought to haue ſent fo2 you but peſter night late. 
Seeing the Edic whereof z tell you , is the Edict of the 
late Ring: Alſo it is mine: fo2 it hath this day been done 
by me, and J doe yet confirme it. J finde not good to haue 
one thing in my mind and to wꝛite another. And although 
ſome others haue done ſo, vet will J not doe it. The laſt 
woꝛds which pou ſhall haue of me is. That you follow 
theerapleof Monſieur du meyne: who, whe ſome deſiring _ 
him to make ſome enterpꝛiʒ es againſt my wil: anſwered 
that he was foo much bound vnto me, as alſo all my ſub-

Finally,grant vnto my requeſts: what 
vou will not graunt to thꝛeates, vet ſhall you not haue a⸗ 
np ofme: doe what J commaund pou, and what 3 pꝛay 
you, Pee ſhall not onely doe it foꝛ me, but alſo 
foꝛ pour ſelues, and to the good 
ok the peate.
